alta for a Chamber of Commeres building,

Mr. Gibson staled that the committee
had spoent eose time in looking up avail-
able building lots and had fixed upon the
city property coriier of Farnam and
Sixteenth as most sdvantageous, This
lot, 66 by 132 feet Is now partially ocen-
pled by No., 3 engino house. A confer-
enco was held with the city councilinen
and county commissioners, the former
being desirous of purchasing the old
court house and grounda for ity purpozes,
and a kind of threo cornered agreement
waa made by which the board wounld got
this lot and one on the corner of Ninth
end Harney stroets, slso belonging to
the city, tho city wounld get tho court
house and site and the county commis-
sioners  got tho cash they necd, which
will bo 12,000 to $14 000,  The prico of
the county property will ba fixud by ap-
praisers and that will sottle the whole
business,

MARY'S MISTAKE.

A Woman's Missives Taken From
the Mails by Postoflice Ln-
spectors.

In 1876 a woman named Mary IRabin-
gon, living at that time in Cameron, Mo.,
brouvght snit in the eclrouit court of Ray
county, in that state, against a man
named Samusl Muaoser to recover 225,000
for personal injuries alleged to have been
sustained from an attompr at rape com-
mitteed by defendant. The cane was

tried to n jury which returned a verdict
for plaintiif of £150, The case was taken
to the supreme court by the desendant
and the judgment of the lower court was
reverged on the gronnd that the evidenca
showed that no ontrage had been enm

mitted, the plaintiff being a willing party.

Mlss Robinson then busied herself for
some tlme after this last decision, which
was In 1882, writing a higtory of her case
and compilivg the evldence adduced to
the jury.

Yesterday the attention of the post
office inepectors was ceiled to several
smull pamphlets addressed to Grover
Cleveland, Mary Livermoro, Congross-
man Kolley, Rev, Talmadgoe and others,
Upon examining them they werafound to
be the ease abuove referred to inpamphlet
form, The ily leaf of each page con-
tained & cut of Miss Robinson, under-
neath which was her autograph,  The
pamphlats wera addrossed in the suto-
graph hand, which leads to the conclu-
#fon that the woman is in the city and be-
sides there aro grave suspiclons that the
books were printed in Omahs,

They were taken from the mails and
held toawait the action of the postoflice
aepsrtment at Washington, on the
ground that they were non mailable, be-
ing obacene literature,
